\ow the capitalist* are so interre- 
lited in their raid on the common 
wealth, produecd by labor, that an 
harassed aociety is fast turning to 
Socialism a* the only possible means 
of escape in sight and the only ra¬ 
tional one. 


Edison’a lowering genius ha* 
done great service for mankind, only 
it ha* been corrallo.1 by the capital¬ 
ist*, who stand hetwtvn his inven¬ 
tions and the people and, like robber 
baron* of old, exact a toll of all who 
would make use of them. This is 
normal and righteous under the 
capitalist svstem, but under the So¬ 
cialist regime it would not only be 
impossible, but if it were, would be 
looljed upon as scandalous and in¬ 
human. U’hat wonld you think of 
a man who was clad in a life saving 
suit standing on the dock with a 
drowning man in the water in front 
of him, and refusing to go to the 
tascue until someone paid him ^r 
doing so?

their health. They aim at dividends, not at good service. They want 
financial success, not justice. They strive after money, not after man¬ 
hood. 

They will furnish facilities only where bnsiness will pay. They 
disregani public safety. They give poor service, because private own¬ 
ership come* high in interest, dividends, lawyers’ fees, lobby expen***, 
corruption funds—and inferior efflcicncy of ill-treated and ill-paid 
labor. 

Municipal ownership which, by the w,iy, could be secured without a 
dollar of public debt or taxation, would increase business, itupmve the 
service, and give at 'ety to the public and to the employees, the work¬ 
er* would secure shorter hours, better psv and pleasant working con¬ 
ditions. 

Almost all citizens w!)o are not monormlista themselve* agree that 
gas, water, street esrs, and the light should belong to the eommunity.' 
Almost everybody agree* that puhlie owneiship of these things would 
simplify the administration, intensify the interest* of the people in 
local affairs, and would bring forward the best men to do the work. 

But what is more to ua than all thi*: Public ownership srould give 
US the income to secure to the proletariat advantage* which it is now 
impossible to obtain^ I mean by this, from the profits accruing from 
these public iitilitia we could not only have cheaper rates, but we 
could use them for the erection of model bouses, for public baths, pub¬ 
lic bakeries, public *lsnghtcr-hop(e*, free hospitals for nym and wo¬ 
men, public reading rooms, public concerts, and a good many other 
public affairs. We conld have all these things even under the capitalist 
system, if we secure the fund*. 

And moreover public ownership of public utilities would greatly 
diminish grafL It would abolish it almost entirely in all branches ci 
the public service. Corruption under municipal, ownership it IncclK- 
psrably less than , irruption nsder the ownership of private corpon- 
tkins. These corporations are necessarily always on, tM war .path,. 

We all know tjtat tha abWt lawyers, in.nur ciB^fre 
them. Those lawyers'atr given f*t fees, diroetpral^M 
sort* of pecuniary advanti^fas, besides social and oo^' 
return, they aro cxpeeM to tise their sharp witA their tscjml^ 
knowleilge of corporaticn laws, and their training in practietl politlci 
to get the best of the people. When franehiaet and pnvil^^ Vt (o 
be ^nted, it ia not the municipal Euthoritica, but the private (an- 
panic* that make the term*. The resnh ia that it b almoet impoi^Ie 
for the oommnnitie* to curb the greed of the corporations during 
time of Uie franebiae. 

Kow while this mav not be as affair that ooncema the fntiMariat 
alone, I aay it ia ridiculous and criminal t» refuse to settle sneh pno- 
tical questions berauar their aettlenumt msyr'leo redound to the ad¬ 
vantage of a small *.>onrgeoi* claai or of the middle cUas.
